tice and continued many Years, pet d were Bt

dn part, as 1 had nothing to depend upon, 
but as it might pleaſe tlie Lord aur God to 
open and ſupply with his own Hande; id at- 
tending patiently upon Him, that his Will 
might be done, he abel not touffard both daily 
Bread to lite upon, and often: Help and En- 
gagement 
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gagement to labour in the Miniſtry, which 


ſeemed much to Friends Satisfaction, and very 


much more to my own than I dared to hope 
for, ſo that I returned with Peace and En- 
couragement humbly to truſt in God, and to 
follow the Drawings of his divine Love. 

I had given up Houſe-keeping ſome time 
before this Journey, yet kept a little Ground 


in my own hands for ſome neceſſary Employ, 


which I loved and believed was good for me, 
both for the Body, and a beneficial Stay to the 
Mind. Let being much alone, I had often 


comfortable Retirements, through the mer- 


ciful regard of divine Goodneſs, opening hea- 


venly Inſtruction, and increaſing clear Diſcern- 


ment betwixt the transform'd and betraying 
Suggeſtions of the evil Spirit, and the ſteady, 
pure, heavenly Openings and Motions of the 


Word and Spirit of Truth, 


But ſome farther Concern and Drawings to 


leave home coming upon me, I thought it beſt 


to diſpoſe of that Land and Buſineſs alſo ; yet 
for Employment I work'd often for ſome 


others, both for a living, and that my Mind 


might not be too much diſengaged from ſome 


tempotal Concerns ; wherein there appeared to 


me then, and more ſo ſince, a danger of being 
ternpted to be eaſily drawn abroad (after having 
been ſomewhat engaged to travel) even before 


or without that diſtin Requiring of Truth, 
both t go and return, in which only the Mi- 
niſtets ot Chriſt move in true Safety, and to 


E right 
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right Edification : And by indolging ſuch an 
3 3 may be in danger of miſſing or 
loſing the clear Knowledge of the pure Re- 
quirings ot the everlaſting high Prieſt; and ſo 
make way for Formality, a barren Miniſtry 
and unprofitable Labour, whereby | ſome have 
hurt themſelves, with reſpect to real Service in 
the Church, and true Eſteem among the wiring 


and ſenſible Part of the Peo ple. 


And yet on the other band L was afraid | 
(and fo ſhould all Miniſters): of being involved 


in temporal Concerns ſo much, as to hinder 
me from ttue inward retiring often to feel the 


Life of Truth, for the daily Supply of my 
Soul, and where 1 might underſtand when he 
called to Service abroad; and made willing and 
ready to leave any thing to follow the Lord's 
Drawings. 


Some Months after the e little Jour- 
ney, I found it my Concern: to viſit more of 


our own County, and the County of Darbam, 


and afterwards ſeveral other Northern Counties: 
And it pleaſed the Lord, the bleſſed Fountain 
of Wiſdom and all truly ſufficient Help, not 
only to engage me in. that Service, but to fur- 
niſh with Supply for inward Life, and. publick 
Labour, to my humbling Admiration before 
him, 1 being 9 poor and empty, but 


as he renewed Help afreſh in my careful wait- 
ing upon him for it. And indeed his goings 


forth in my Miniſtry in that Viſit, were often 
wonderful to me, both becauſe of the humbling 
| . and 


* 
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and encouraging Effet that my Labqur had 
upon the better minded, the younger eſpecially, 
and which was not forgot by many while 
they lived; and likewiſe the terrible and 
awakening Calls to ſome bold Libertines, and 
thoſe who were fitting down in the deadneſs 
of Formality. Though this Labour was like 
a Fire to the houſe of Eſau, and therefore 
unpleaſant to ſome ; yet the inward and 
living among the People were relieved and 
made glad in the Lord, whoſe Favour and 
Peace often filled my Heart with awful Reve- 
rence toward him, with ſtrong Deſires purely 
to know, and be helped to do his Will 


4 flaithfully. 


About this Time ſeveral were convinced in 
the Northern parts where I was drawn to viſit, 
and were gathered into the Knowledge of 
Truth ; of whom ſome became valuable Mini- 
ſters of the Goſpel. 1 Þ 

- ButIftill loved to be as much at home with 
our own Friends as I could with eaſe, and to 
labour with my hands in the Creation, though 

ſome Concern was growing upon me towards 
part of the South; which as I kept till in my 
mind, defiring to ſee my Duty clearly, both 
Places. and Time were ſet plainly before me, 
and a haſtning to go forward. So with the. 
Approbation of our Friends at home, I ſet out 
in a pot low frame of Spirit, full of fear, and 
"reverent Defire after heavenly Help, and went 
thravgh moſt of the Meetings in the Weſtern 
"> E 2 -. - ao 
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fide of the Nation, and to London: And after 
ſome Weeks ſtay and Labour thete as Truth 
gave Ability, I travelled Weſtwards, through 
the ſeveral Counties to the Land Send in Corn- 
wall; then back by Briſtol to their Vearly- 
meeting, and ſhortly after that turned into 
Wales, viſiting (as 1 remember) all the Meet- 
ings of Friends there, alſo in Cheſbire and part 
of Lancaſhire ; and ſo home again with Glad- 
neſs and Thankfulneſs of Heart for many Rea- 
ſons, havipg been about nine Months on that 
Journey, though I travelled diligently : My 
Health being preſerved almoſt to me wonder- 
fully, though as I came through Somer/etſhire, 
I was for Ds Days very ill, y preſſed for- 
ward in the Service to Briftl, and the Day I 
got thither after the Meeting, the Meaſles ap- 
E upon me, on which Occaſion I kept 
ouſe only two Days; and being clear of the 
Place, in a few Days more I ſet forward again. 
For an earneſt Defire and Care was very early 
imprinted upon me, and hath continued to 
this Time, to occaſion as little Trouble and 
Charge to Friends, in my Travel as could be, 
which ] believe is but mine and every other 
Miniſter's Duty. 
This Journey afforded various Occaſions of 
profitable Inſtruction to me: Sometimes divine 
Goodneſs and heavenly Life was graciouſly and 
plentifully opened in my Soul, both for my 
own feeding and renewing of Strength to wor- 
ſhip ; and furniſhing me with Matter and 
Power 
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Power to miniſter prevalently to others, that 
the Name of the Lord our God might be felt 
and glorified: Yet at ſome other times Acceſs 
to Food was much more reſtricted, and with 
Patience as well as Diligence to be wreſtled 
for: Sometimes it was longer before any thing 
was given to miniſter to others, and the Open- 
ings were with leſs Clearneſs for a time, and 
not ſo ſtrong, nor Engagements ſo lively or 
ſenſibly to myſelf as I much loved: But often 
as I attended upon the Lord in due Stilneſs and 
Reſignation of Mind, at ſuch Times hath he 
opened a Supply of Food, though leſs plenti- 
ful, and ſomething, though ſmall -in appear- 
ance, to offer to the People ; which I found 
my Duty to ſeek for ſatisfaftory Evidence, that 
it was a degree of the Word of Truth, before 
I durſt open my Mouth, and then contentedly 
to labour according to the meaſure of- preſent 
Ability : Yet ſome ſuch Seaſons, through the 
merciful, though gradual Ariſings of heavenly 
Greatneſs and Wiſdom, were made both com- 
fortable and ſtrengthning to me, reverently to 
truſt in the Lord; and. ſignally beneficial and 
memorable to the Congregation, And thus I 


== was made a Witneſs, what it was to abound, 


and how to ſuffer want ; and taught to be re- 
fignedly content with the various Diſpenſations, 


1 and Operations of the heavenly Power: Nei- 


ther in more plentiful Seaſons to forget God 
the bleſſed Author and Giver thereof; nor in 
times of Poverty to put forth a hand to ſteal:

And oh ! good and gracious was that divine 
Arm of Power, which engaged my Spirit in 
that Travel, in many reſpects ſhewing me 
plainly many Dangers and By-ways, which 
Youth eſpecially are liable to fall into; and 
that our Safety only conſiſted in keeping in 
- watchful Fear, and in carefully feeling after, 
from day to day, the Influences of divine Life in 
the eternal Word, wherein is the Light of Men 
for all Stations and religious Services through- 
out all Generations. And as it was made, 
through divine Mercy and Help, a — 7 
ſtrengthning, encouraging Time to myſelf; 
ſo the Lord of Mercies, by the Attendance of 
this Power renewedly, made the Labour I was 
engaged in, profitably awakening and relieving 
to many : Several were convinced and ga- 
thered to the Truth, in this Journey ; ſome 
of whom, in time, were made zealous and 
uſeful Miniſters in the Church. 
.* I was now eaſy, and comfortably glad of 
being at home among my Friends, as they were 
alſo therewith : And here I continued moſtly 
viſiting adjacent Meetings, as I found Draw- 
ings 'thereto, and attending our Monthly and 
Quarterly-meetings, Which for ſome Years I 
had had an honourable Efteem for; being often- 
indiſputably ſatisfied, that the Lord God in his Wl 
Wiſdom and Power had directed to, and 
eſtabliſhed them in Love and Mercy to his 
Church; inaſmuch as I was livingly ſenſible, 
in fitting revetentiy behind the Elders in 
* Meetings 
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Meetings for the good Order and Diſcipline of 

che Church, that the divine Wiſdom and Pre- 
ſence of the Higheſt was often with Friends 
for Counſel and Strength, enabling them to 
lift up a Standard againſt the Enemy of all 

= Godlines, when likely to prevail through the 
various evil Liberties of the Fleſh, 4 
In about a Year after, I found a freſh Con- 
cern growing weightily upon me, to viſit 
Friends in Scotland again, and likewiſe in Ire- 
and; with the Approbation of my Friends, 
and (having a Certificate from our Monthly. 
meeting) I ſet forward in the ſixth Month 17071, 
with bumble defires of Soul before the Lord 
ſor his Preſence and Wiſdom to guide and en- 
© able me: I went thro' Cumberland, to Edin- 
Lurgb, and fo to the North of Scotland, viſiting 
W the Meetings of Friends every where in thoſe 
parts, and return'd by Edinburgh to Glaſgow, 
ind the Meetings thereaway: Being in many 
Places truly comforted with Friends, and they 
W encouraged and glad in a living Senſe. of the 
continued fartherly Regard, and Extendings of 
Wy the Love of God toward them in that Nation, 
Wamongſt a bard, ſelf-conceited, . and in fome 
Places an envious People: And ſtill a wicked 
WPpirit prevailed with the mobbiſh People both 
Pp" Edinburgh and Glaſgow, to delight in diſ- 
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d arbing Friends in almoſt all their Meetings; 
is ſometimes throwing Stones, &c. whilſt others 
>, ith all the Noiſe and vain Sport they could 
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Voice of any who were concern d to miniſter, 
publickly among them: Yet at times the Power 
and Authority of Truth aroſe over thoſe wicked 
Endeavours, and the evil Spirit was overborne 
and fo weighed down, that ſome of the worft 
would go away, and others lend ſome Atten- 
tion to the Teſtimony of Truth; and Friends 
were the more-edified, and their Faith and 
Hope in God ſtrengthned. This diſturbing, 
envious, perſecuting Spirit, was ſuffered to ex- 
erciſe the Faith and Patience of Friends there, 
in that manner, during many Years : But a 
Caſe happen'd- at Glaſgow, when I was there, 
ſomewhat remarkable; on à Firſt-day of the 
Week, the People had very much diſturbed 
us, in the afternoon Meeting eſpecially,” in 
their uſual wicked and vain manner, and fol- 
lowed Friends after Meeting along a large open 
Street, where. their Number increaſed, ſome 
ſhouting. and ſcorning, others throwing Stones 
and Dirt; one Stone of ſome pounds weight 

ſſed wittt great fotce very near one of my 
Legs, Which if it had been hit, muſt, I be- 
lere have been broke by it; yet we were pre- 
ſetved from much harm: Whilſt the 1 People 
who were gather d in great Numbers about 
their Doors; and ſaw. = paſſed, ſeemed ra- 
ther to be pleaſed: with the abuſive Behay our of 
the Mob towards us, than to offer. any Diſ- 
| CON them: Whereupon a. Soldier, 
an Engliſhman, began to erꝝ aloud three. times, 
as if he had On publick Frodfingypn to 


make,

make; and when he had thereby drawn the 
Peoples Attention to him, he called aloud 
again, Behold the godly Town of Glaſgow, how 
they entertain Strangers ! and repeated it three 
ſevetal times. Which Reproof made the Peo- 
115 ſo aſhamed, that they moſtly took to their 
Houſes and got out of fight; and the more 
grown People drawing away, the reſt ſoon left 
us and made, off likewiſe, ſo that we had no 
farther Diſquiet that Day; and I heard, when 
I was at this Place ſome Years after, that the 
People had never offer'd the like Diſturbance 
again, either in their Meetings or in the Streets. 
_ 'From henge I went down the River Clyge for 
Treland, and landed near Belfaft, and "thence 
went to Liſburn where ſeveral Friends lived, 
«ho,rectived me lovibgly. T began to labour di- 
ligently atnongſt Friends, hoping to get clear of 
the North part of that Nation before the half- 
year's Meeting in Dublin in the ninth Month, 
which I was enabled to anſwer,” in a good 
meaſure to ty Satisfaction. At Dublin there 
Vas pather'd a large body of Friends, not only 
in a very conſiſtent and grave Appearance; but 
a living and truly religious Concern and Zeal 
for the Truth was upon many of them, and 
_ great” Harmony amongſt them. Here I met 
with our ancient and honourable Friend William 
Edmundfin, whom 1 had a great defire to ſee, 
having a deep and teverent Value for him from 
ſeeing him before in England, tho he knew

This ſo far affected my Beha- 
viour, that I could not conceal my Sorrow in 
mourning alone, and converſing little, though 
unexpected Relief and Supply moſtly attended 
in Meetings. But as I was brought to endea- 
vour and defire after a thorough Search, to know 
the cauſe wherein I had offended, or miſſed the 
right way in any caſe, and to double a watchful 
waiting and walking; ſo I was ſtrengthned in 
a Reſolution, or Defire at leaſt, to labour to be 
oy devoted to follow the Almighty s requit- 
ing, if he would but give a clear underſtand- 
ing thereof, with neceſſary Help, whatever it 
was to do: And by degrees Life 8275 up in 
my Soul through death; and a peaceful De- 
votedneſs, with a chearful, yet awful Truſt in 
the almigbty Searcher of hearts, overſpreading 
my whole inward' man, imprinting Inſtruction 
upon me not to be forgotten.

fort; and went to Namptwich, where we had 
a Meeting the 15th, to which came ſeveral of

and to Stourbridge, where we had Meetings;

had, he directed his Servant to ſew up "the 
Wound, whilſt he held the lips of it together 
himſelf. Of this Accident he recover'd ſo faſt, 
as to get Abroad in leſs than two Weeks, to 
the Admiration and, Surprize of many of his 
Neighbours, who being little acquainted with 
any other Calls than thoſe of temporal Intereſt ; 

or any Duties where this is not the Object, ig- 
norantly interpreted it as a Judgment inflicted 


upon him by divine Providence, for leaving his 


Family and outward Concerns. 

Being hinder'd by this Accident from at- 
tending the Quarterly-meeting at Nor, as he 
had defigned, he acquainted his much eſteemed 
Friend Benjamin Hornor with the Occafion of 


His Abſence, in the following Letter, addreſſed 


partly to him, and partly to the Quarterly- 
meeting at York.

my near Friends in the Quarterly-meeting at 
York again, before I leave my native Land ; 
but now I am like to be prevented, by reaſon 
of an Accident, whereby I am like to be 
unfitted for travel, a Week or two at leaſt : 
Yet my Friends may know, that tho' I have 
been beſet with ſome Straits and freſh Diffi- 
culties in this pinching Time, altogether 
unlooked for ; having been plunged in Ex- 
pectation of having to wade through a nar- 
row paſſage to the Service before me; yet I 
am not dejected, or unſettled in my Spirit, 
under the Siftings which are ſuffered to at- 
tend me; becauſe my Mind is preſerved 
intirely quiet under renewed Sweetneſs, be- 
lieving the Lord Almighty is near, and 


will go before in his due Time. 


* And, dear Friends, altho' I deſire not to 
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my Heart engaged in travail to be more and 
more known among the Lord's Family of 
all ages, in the hidden Root of immortal 
Goodneſs; which is the only true Engager 
of Hearts for the Lord's Cauſe and Teſti- 
mony, and which rightly fits, and maintains 
ſtrong for the work of our Day: And as 
my Heart is made often to ſtoop in awful 
Reverence before him, for Help to live ſo as 
Acceſs to the pure Spring of Sufficiency may 
© be renewed; ſo my Bowels, in true Brother- 
© hood, move within me for my Brethren's 
Sake, that a ſuitable Watchfulneſs and Fer-

At the Time propoſed he ſet out for London, 
in order to take Shipping for America ; of 
which Voyage, and of his Labours in the 
Work of the Miniflry in that Country, he 
kept the following Journal, which tho' ſhort, 
was judged worthy to be preſerved, viz. 


TN the Year 1721, an Exerciſe of Spirit, in 
the moving of the Word of Life, came 
upon me to viſit Friends in America again; 
and tho the Matter ſeemed ſomewhat ſtrait at 
the firſt, becauſe my Wife being taken from 
me, I was left with a pretty many young 
Children; yet the moving of the Word in my 
Heart was fo powerful, and ſweet, that I was 
ſoon made perfectly willing to give up all, and 
to follow the Lord freely : I laid the Concern 
before the Bretoren at our Monthly-meeting, 
and then at the Quarterly-meeting, where 
Friends readily _ their Unity with me 


2 in 
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in the Exerciſe. I then ſettled my Affaits, 


and placed my Children under proper Care, 
and in the latter-end of the firſt Month 1721 
took leave of Friends in our own County, in 
the Love of God, and ſet out for London, hav- 
ing Laurence King as a Companion in the 
Service: We had ſome Meetings among Friends 
in the way, in which the Lord owned us, 

and ſtrengthned us by his holy and living Pre- 
ſence; greatly confirming us, that we were on 
the way in his Counſel and Requiring. We 
came up to London in the ſecond Month, and 
ſtaid there about three Weeks, viſiting the 
Meetings, the Lord opening a door for our 
Service among Friends in the City, and merci- 
fully attended with his bleſſed Preſence, much 
to ours and Friends Comfort, and the Name 
of the Lord was glorified. 

Then finding our Minds ſet at liberty to go 
forward, and a Veſſel bound to Virginia being 
ready to fail, we took leave of Friends in the 
Love of Chriſt, and left London the 6th of the 
third Month. We were favour'd with a ſafe 
Paſſage, and arrived in York-r:iver the 6th of 
the fifth Month 1721. The Lord's Counte- 
nance was often graciouſly manifeſted, to my 
great Humiliation and Comfort, often filling 
my Soul with Praiſes to him. 

We got up to Skimina, and the gth of the 
Month, being Firſt-day of the Week, we had 
a Meeting there, where there are but a few 


Friends, tho ſeveral ſober People came in and 


Were 
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were very attentive to hear the Teſtimony of 
Truth ; and it was made a good Seaſon to us, 
thro' the Preſence of Truth. On the 11th we 
had a Meeting at Warwick, where a pretty 
many ſober People came in with Friends, and 
we were favoured with the free Extendings of 
the Love and Goodneſs of God to our Comfort, 
and the Satisfaction and Encouragement of the 
Meeting in general. On the 13th we went to 
a Monthly-meeting at Chuckatuck, where was 
a fine Appearance of Friends, and the Lord's 
good Preſence, and the opening of his Word 
and Counſel was with us; and his holy Name 
was magnified. The 16th we were at Friends 
Meeting at Perquimons in Carolina. The 18th 
we had a Meeting at Toſeph Barrow's, to 
which many. ſober People came, and the 
Lord's Power and Goodneſs was graciouſly 
preſent with and amongſt us, to our. great 
Comfort, the Peoples Satisfaction, and the 
mighty Name of the Lord was glorified. We 
came back from thence to a Meeting at Little- 
river, where we were favour'd with ſacred 
Help, and the Teſtimony of Truth prevailed 

amongſt the People. | 
On the 20th we were at the Monthly-meet- 
ing of Friends at Paſpitank, whither came 
many Friends ; and we had an edifying Seaſon 
together, thro' the abounding of goſpel Life 
and Wiſdom, bleſſed be the holy and great 
Name. We had a Meeting amongſt ſome ten- 
der Friends the 22d, at TFoſeph Henley's, and

We came over the River to Mary Glaiſter's, 
and on the 24th vifited fome Friends Families 
there-away. The 25th we came to Little-

Hearts; and I fo far forgot my bodily Strength, 
as to be very much ſpent, the Weather being

Friends, we went among ſome new Plantati- 
ons, where we had appointed a Meeting, which 
conſidering the Place, was very large, (it be- 
ing towards Virginia and the Lord was pleaſed 
to bleſs the Time unto us, by opening his Life 
and Teſtimony to the Edification of Friends 
and the Satisfaction of the People, who were 
very attentive, We took leave of moſt of the 
Friends of Carolina here, in a ſenſe of the 
Love and tendring Power of Truth, and in 


much nearneſs one to another. From thence 


we came to Nathan Newby's in Virginia, where 
we had a large Meeting the 3oth, moſtly of 
other People, who were, as in many other 
Places there- away, attentive to the Teſtimony 
of Truth, which in the Openings gf the Power 
of Chriſt, went freely forth among them that 
Day, to the Glory of God. We weng the z iſt 
to Robert Jordans, and on the iſt of the fixth 
Month we had a large and ſolid Meeting near 
Nancemund- river, and on the 2d at the Weft- 
ern- branch Meeting-houſe, which was large, 
and mercifully favoured with divine Attend- 
ance, to the Help of ſome tender Friends there ;

From Cecil (continues the Fournal) we went 
the. 21ſt to Duck-creek, to a Half- year's Meet- 
ing, to which many Friends accompanied us 
from Maryland, and divers came from other 
places, with ſome other People; ſo that it was 
a large Meeting, and continued two Days. 
-— The Lord was pleaſed to own us with 
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Meeting there, and tho I was much indiſpoſed, 
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his living Preſence, and the Opening of the 
Treaſury, of his Wiſdom and Counſel, both to 
other People and to Friends ; tending to rouze 
up the negligent, and to encourage the honeſt- 
minded. This Meeting helped much towards 
our Diſcharge there-away, and the great Name 
of the Lord was glorified, who is worthy for 
ever. That day I was ſeized with an Ague-fit, 
which continued upon me violently till Night, 
nevertheleſs I was enabled to go thro' my Ser- 
vice and Travel. 3 ä 
The 23d we came down toward Lewiſtorn, 
to viſit ſome poor Friends there-away, and the 


next Day had a Meeting at Coldfpring, ſeven 


Miles from the Town aforeſaid, and a fatis- 
factory time with the few Friends in that part;

The zoth we had a Meeting near George's- 
creek at Friends Meeting-houſe, where many 
Friends met us from ſeveral places, and divine 
Goodneſs was pleaſed to favour us with a pro- 
fitable time, to the ſticring up of the Loiterers, 
and giving Relief to the honeſt-hearted Tra- 
vellers. The 31 we viſited a fick Friend to 
mutual Comfort, and went back to Jabn Mac- 
cool s, at Georg Scree, at N ight. | 

The iſt of the ninth Month we rode. to 
Newcafile, and had a Meeting with Friends 
there, wherein the Lord was pleaſed to mani- 
feſt bis Power and Wiſdom, much to our caſe, 
and the Help and Comfort of many. The 3d 
we were at the Monthly-meeting at Center, 
wherein Truth opened a door for ſome Service 
in ſeveral reſpeas; and the 4th, being Firſt- 
day, we were at Chicheſter Meeting, which was 
large, and a good awakening time, to the 
Honour of the holy Name. The 5th we got 
to Philadelphia, the Quarterly-meeting for the 
County being then to be held there ; wherein. 
we had ſome good Service among Friends, to 
mutual Satisfaction and Help in the Cauſe of 
the Lord Almighty. | | 
Being now pretty clear in our Spirits of that 
part of the Country, fave ſome Weight which 
remained upon me relating to this Place, we 
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ſtaid about two Weeks here; and thro' hard 
travelling before, and a deep Exerciſe of Spirit 
attending me in this place, I was much weaken d 
yet the Lord was pleaſed to open in his holy 
Power and Wiſdom, and to ſupport with Abi-- 
lity of Body ; ſo that we had many * and 
relieving Meetings with Friends in the City, 
(and others who came from divers Places to 
take Leave of us) whom I was moved both to 
warn in the Word of Life againſt many hin- 
dering things growing among them ; and to 
exhort the Elders to be diligent in Example and 
true Zeal for the Lord ; whoſe merciful Hand

ple coming in, and the Lord mercifully owned 
us, and gave us a good Time among them; 
tho the main part of the People in that Coun- 
try ſeem'd a careleſs, dark People, in matters 
of Religion. We likewiſe bad ſeveral Meet- 
ings in other parts of the Country, whetein the 
Lord ed freely in his Power and Wiſdom, 
to declare the Way of Life and Salvation to 
the People. We had alſo divers Meetings in 
Charles-town ; and tho' there are but a few 
Friends there-away, yet there were ſome with 
whom we were comforted, and to whom our 
Viſit was of ſervice.

When we had 
laboured there about two Weeks, and had 
many Meetings during that Time, and finding 
our Spirits clear to leave the Place, we. took 
our Paſſage for Barbadoes, and taking our Leave 
of Friends in much nearneſs and tendernefs of 
Spirit, went on board the 28th, and ſet fail for 
Barbadbes, and were favoured greatly with the 
Lord's Preſence and Peace. We had a good 
Paſlage, and landed well at Bridge-town in four 
Weeks, and were gladly received by Friends 
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there, 
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there, and lodged at Fohn'Oxley's, We had 
many Meetings at Bridge-town, and in ſeveral 
parts of the Ifland, both among Friends, and 
others not of our Profeſſion, who ſeemed glad 
of our Viſits: But the Decay among Friends 
in this place, thro' giving way to the Spirit and 
Friendſhip' of the World, and going from the 
Croſs of Chriſt, ſeem'd to make the Way more 
narrow for the Teſtimony of 'the Goſpel of 
Salvation to go forth with the deſired Succeſs 
among other People; yet the Lord God of 
Meicies was near to us in his Love and Power 
for out Comfort and Help; and extended very 
largely and mercifully towards all People, the 
Profeſſors of Truth particularly, in order to 
awaken and repair the Decaying, as alſo to 
feed and ſtrengthen the few honeſtly Religious- 
minded: So that we often admired. the Lord's 
Goodneſs, and magnified his holy Name. 
When we had laboured upon the Iſland in

About the Vear 1733 his ſecond Son, 
 Fothergill; died in the twenty⸗ ſecond Year of 
his Age; of whom, our Father has been often 
heard to ſay, that he never once diſpleaſed him;

once more, it now became weighty and clear 
before me, that the proper Titne was come for 
the Performance of that Service; I therefore 
prepared myſelf for the Journey, having the 
Concutrence and near Wa of my Friends, 


and 
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and left my dear Wife and Family the 17th of 
the ſecond Month 1736, and went to Lee, 
and had ſeveral Meetings amongſt Friends, 2 
I found it with me, in my way by Mancheſter 
Warrington, thro' a part of Cbeſbire, Stafford. 
ſhire, and by Coventry, Aleſbury, Fordans, and 
ſo to London. Having many good Meeting; 
in the ſenſe of the Love and Power of Truth 
amongſt Friends, in many places. 
After ſome Weeks ſtay with Friends at Lan- 
don, in the Labour of the Goſpel, under the 
merciful Aſſiſtance of the Power and Love of 
God, my Spirit, being clear and at Liberty, and 
a Ship being ready, I went on board at Grau. 
end, in the Ship called the Jane, bound fot 
Philadelphia, the gth of the fourth Month: 
We ſet lail the next Day, and arrived ſafe and 
well at Philadelphia the 6th of the ſixth Month, 
having an eaſy, good Paſſage, and more eſpe- 
cially ſo, becauſe of the Favour. of the lively 
ſenſe of the divine Preſence being often renen- 
ed, under which my Soul humbly worſhiped 
God, who is worthy for ever.. 

I lodged at Jael Pemberton's, but ſtaid not 
long there-away, finding my Mind moſt dravn

Day, which was the firſt of the Week. The 
Meeting was held in the Meeting-houſe where 


formerly there had been a pretty number of 


Friends, but now. they are near gone, through 


the Love of the World, with its Enjoyments 


and Liberties ; ſo that a Meeting is hardly kept

dacks, where Notice had been given of our 
Intention to have a Meeting there the next 
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Friends here-away, and then went towards 
Carolina, having Meetings in divers places, 
one eſpecially near Perquimons-head, which 
was large and ſatisfactory; and another at a 
new Meeting-houfe near Perquimons- river. 

On the 25th I went from hence towards 
Paſpitank-Rrver, and was at a Meeting of 
Friends there the 26th, which was made in 
good meaſure comfortable, to God's honour, 
to whom it is due: And tho' I was exceed 
weak, by reaſon of a very ſharp Return of the 
Aue, which came upon me the Day before, 
yet on Third-day following we had a Meeting 
up the River at Amos Trueblood's, chiefly con- 
fiſting of other People, which, in the Lord's 
Help, was much to our Satisfaction.

In tbe Trar 1739, when the Winter Quarterly- 
meeting at York, which he attended, was over, 
he ſet out for Norfolk; which County, part of 
Suffolk, and London, had been before him ſome 
time, yet not jo diſtinct and clear as be moſt loved ; 
of which be gave the following inſtructive Ac- 
count in a Letter to one of his Sons, dated from 
Sutton in Lincolnſhire, the 3d of the eleventh

under ſome uneaſy Uncertainty about m

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y by Day, than many greater: Not through 
© my own Unwillingneſs to go any where, if 
© I may but be thoroughly ſatisfied of the Fa-

© hath ſtood almoſt conſtantly before me much 
of the time ſince I ſaw thee : But I longed 
© for. more clear, living Engagement; that 
even after the Time which ſeem'd to be 
pointed out was come, I got not to a full 
„ Concluſion till about three Weeks before I 
came away. Ia this Unſettledneſs I Was 
© backward in writing, and when I came to a 
© Concluſion, my time was much employ'd in 
©. leaving matters ſuitably: And thus I have

© under, I think, an honeſt Devotedneſs; and 
ſo have been thus long, in a fort, hid from

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After having viſited the Counties above- 
mention'd, he came up to London the begin- 
ning of the Month following, and ſtaid therein 
viſiting the Meetings of Friends in and about 
the City, during ſeveral Weeks, to the Help 
and Encouragement of many, and the faithful 
Diſcharge of his Duty, He return'd by U- 
bridge, Jordans and Wiccomb ; at which places 
he had pretty large Meetings, and to ſome 
Advantage, tho' attended with deep labour, yet 
with humbly gladdening Help : From theſe 
parts he went diretly home, where he arrived 
in Health and Peace. 

He attended the Quarterly-meeting at York 
in the. firſt Month following, where his Com- 
pany was, as uſual, acceptable ; as his Example 
was helptul and edifyiog, both in Meetings 
and out of them. 

Tho” under very great Weakneſs as to Health, 
he came up to the Yearly-meeting in London in 
the Year 1740, and it being the firſt after his 
Return from America, according to the general 
practice of Friends, and at the Defire of his 
Brethren, he gave a conciſe and inſtructive 
Account of his late Viſit to thoſe parts, the 
State of Friends, the Increaſe of the Society in 
ſome places, and- its declining State in others, 
with the Cauſes which had moſt obviouſly con- 
tributed thereto, He obſerved, that as the 
Elders of the People were preſerved in Freſh- 
neſs and Zeal, under a diligent Care for the 
Growth of ſpiritual Religion, Truth nee | 

| good 
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good Order was preſerved, the Diſcipline kept 
up, and the Youth in many places tender and 
hopeful. On the contrary, where thoſe who 
were of the firſt Rank, both in reſpect to Age 
and Situation of Life, declined in their religi- 
ous Care; where the Spirit of this World fu 
preſſed the tender Defires after Riches of a 
durable nature ; there Weakneſs, Diſorder and 
Unfaithfulneſs, was too obvious, and a daily 
Decay of real Piety, as well as of Numbers, 
prevailed, to the Grief of the honeſt-hearted, 
and the Loſs of thoſe who unhappily ſuffer'd 
this corrupting Spirit to take place. He point- 
ed out, in a clear manner, the different parts 
where theſe Effects appeared, with that deeply 
affecting Sorrow which pierced him, when 
amongſt thoſe whoſe Conduct occafion'd it. 
This Summer, being engaged in ſome little 
domeſtick Affairs, he was not much abroad 
long together, tho' he attended ſeveral diſtant 
and large Meetings in his own County; often 
remembring his abſent Friends and Children 
with true Affection, and manifeſting his Care 
for their trueſt Intereſt; one of whom he writes 
to in the following manner: — But above all, 
* my longing is for thy ſpiritual Acceſs, and 
Enlargement in the heavenly Paſtures, under 
the leading and putting forth of the one 
heavenly Shepherd, which I ftill hope, as 
well as often humbly breathe for on thy ac- 
count, being well ſatisfied of thy ſincere 
* Defires; which if properly retain'd, and

cifully regard; ſo be it, Amen. 
And in another Letter to the ſamie, dated 


the 27th of the tenth Month 1740, he has 
the following memorable Expreſſions.

* with beſt Peace and Comfort in our heavenly 


Father's Goodneſs ; tho' in the manifeſt Ap- 
pearance (as I have often looked at it many 
Months) of a ſevere threatning time of Dif- 
treſs, in divers caſes, to this Nation ; and 
if we be not quickened and excited hereby 
to Diligence, in ſeeking to lay hold of eternal 


* Treaſure, the Love and Favour of the bleſſed 


infinite Rock and Fountain of all good, we 


* ſhall be more inexcuſable than others of 


Mankind who know not ſo well, and clearly, 
where and how to ſeek Happineſs and Re- 
fuge indeed ; which I often inwardly long 
and breathe in Spirit we may lay ſuitably to 
heart. But after this little hint of what is 
much with me, I ſhall take notice af ſome 
of thy Remarks on thy late Journey, (into 
Holland and German y) and firſt tell thee, thy 
Account of thoſe 2 called Menonifts, and 
Moravians (as 1 ſuppoſe they call themſelves) 
exactly agrees with my ſecret and ſettled Idea 
of them both ; for I believe both, and the 
latter eſpecially, have had, in ſome meaſure, 
their Eyes opened; but they ſet Man to

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work to form, and imitate Religion, and 


to build, without digging properly to find 


the Rock: Yet many from their pious In- 


tentions make a Shew for a time, and ſome 
Good may turn out of it: But it is a matter 


to be lamented (as J have very often thought) 


that there ſhould be, as it were, an univerſal 


and continued Propenſity prevailing, amongſt 


the Germans eſpecially, to run away with 
Speculation; and thereby ſo many valuable 


Springings, and Glimpſes of the heavenly 


Day, ſhould have yet brought forth or pro- 
duced no more durable Fruits, in experi 


encing Salvation in reality. But it ever will 


be true, no following Chriſt acceptably with- 
out ſubmitting to the Croſs ; which hath al- 
ways ſeem'd to me to be the place, at which 
that Country people in particular, as almoſt 


all Nations in general, have miſcarried. 


May the Plough of God take more effectual 
hold amongſt them, is my heart's Deſire: 
And may this Conſideration ſtrengthen thee 
in fearing, and even loathing a ſort of living 
and delighting in, or being at eaſe in 
barren Speculation, even of beſt Things or 
Principles; but be ſtill more and more ani- 


mated to ſeek daily Bread from the ever- 
laſting Father's own hand, who will hear 


and anſwer in due time the ſincere and 
tient, tho' hidden Criets for it; and thereby 
ſuch will grow in the living Root, and bear 
Fruit in due ſeaſos, to the Father's Praiſe 


and

In the latter part of the Year 1741, he yi. 
tes Friends in ſome of the northern Counties, 
travelling through the Biſhoprick of Durban, 
forge parts of Northumberland, from thence

wined in the following Letter to a Relation, 
wrote ſoon after his Return, dated the 6th of 
the ninth Month 1741, vis.

the too frequent Companion of advancing 
Years, and the Effect of unwearied Diligence 
in Travelling. = 

In the Spring of 1742 he found himſelf en- 
gaged to pay a Viſit to Friends in Oxfordſhire, ' 
and after he had diſcharged this Service, he 


came up once more to the Vearly- meeting in 
London, wherein, upon divers Occaſions, he 


manifeſted the ſame living, holy Zeal, under 
the Conduct of heavenly Wiſdom, for the 
Proſperity of Truth and Righteouſneſs, which 
had often been conſpicuous in him on theſe 


ſolemn Occaſions. In the ſame Year he viſited 


Friends in Ireland once more: This Concern 
had long remained upon him, as he expreſs 
it in a Letter, as a Debt to that Nation: He 
left-no farther Account of this Journey, than 


of the Places where, and the Times when he 
had Meetings ; it may however be remarked, 
that even at this Time of Life, and under 


great bodily Infirmity, his Care was as great as 
ever, that his Miniſtry might be as little burden- 
ſome to Friends as poſſible ; for it appears from 
the Account he kept, that he was at upwards 
of ſixty Meetings in about eleven Weeks, and

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With theſe affecting Expreſſions ended a 
Correſpondence, which. afforded the ſtrongeſt 
_ Satisfaction that any thing in this life could 
yield : The Letter was dated the 15th 'of the 
tenth Month; from which time he gradually 
* . declined 
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declined till the 13th of the eleventh Month 
following, when he peaceably expired; leaving 
to his Family and Friends the comfortable 
Aſſurance of his being gone before, to enjoy 
that unmixed Happineſs which is the Portion 
of thoſe who prefer a conſcientious Diſcharge 
of Duty to God, their Families and the World, 
though attended with Labour, anxious Care 
and Solicitude, to all the falſe, tho' gilded 
Purſuits, which the Spirit of Deception throws | 
in the way of Mortals. | 
What happen'd in this Interval was commu- 
nicated in a Letter, ſoon after his Deceaſe, by 
a Perſon who attended him Night and Day, 
with the Diligence that filial Duty, and a juſt 
ſenſe of his Worth required, viz. 


—— —  — From the time he left Bath he 


© felt himſelf gradually declining, and was very 
much indiſpoſed when he got home; this he 
attributed to the Coldneſs of the Weather, 
and expected, a little Reſt and Warmth 
might tend to his Recovery; but he ſenfibly 
declin'd ever after he got home, and more 
than he ſeem'd to be aware of.

He was quite in a State of Mildneſs, and the 
Innocency of a Child; and tho' it was ſatis- 
factory to ſee ſo much Sweetneſs about him, 
yet it was at the ſame time afflicting to obſerve 
© his Strength and Faculties exhauſted: Twas 
_ © the only Satisfaction I could then enjoy, to 
* doevery thing in my Power to one of the beft 
of Parents, and the. worthieſt of Men, tho 
© ſometimes the moſt cutting Affliction I ever 
* felt, to ſee him languiſhing, and at the 
« ſame time not able to expreſs his Wants :

We ſhall conclude this Account of the La- 
bours and Services of our dear and honoured 
FATHER, with ſome Teſtimonies concerning 
him: The firſt is taken. from the Account 
given to the Quarterly-meeting of York, by the 
Monthly-meetings of Richmond and Knoref 
Borough, to which he ſucceſſively belonged ; 
the Purport whereof is as follows: - 


HAT 
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HA though he was born of religious 
Parents, and religiouſly educated, yet he 
was made ſenſible in his early Years, that nei- 
ther Tradition, outward Regularity, nor any 
thing ſhort of real inward Purification of Soul 
and Spirit, would render him acceptable in the 
Sight of the Lord; he therefore gave up his 
Heart to him, who thro! the effectual Opera- 
tion of his divine Grace, baptized and gradu- 
ally purified his Spirit, and prepared and fitted 
him to be an uſeful Inſtrument in God's Hand, 
and an able Miniſter of the Goſpel of Peace 
and Salvation; to which Service he was called, 
when but young, and readily gave up, not 
ſuffering the Things of this World to take up 
his Mind and Time, but laboured diligently 
and faithfully therein from his young Years, to 
the Concluſion of his Days. 

And as by the bleſſed Teachings of the holy 
Spirit, he grew in Experience, both in the 
Myſteries of the heavenly Kingdom, as alſo of 
the Workings of Satan in Oppoſition thereto z 
ſo he was qualified, and often bad to detect his 
Snares, and to point out the Way that leads 
_ ſafely to eternal Reſt ; which he did with an 
holy Zeal and Fervour, becoming one Who had 
a deep Senſe of the great Value of Souls, and 
the Dangers they ate environ'd with in this 
State of Probation, and of the awful Majeſty 
of the divine Being. | 

He travelled much in this Nation in the 
Service of the Goſpel, in Scotland likewiſe, and 
| Uu ; Wales: 
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Wales : He viſited Ireland ſeveral times, and 
thrice he croſs'd the Seas to America, in the 
lame Service, to the Comfort and Edification 
of the Church, leaving Seals of his Miniſtry 
in many places. — He had always a Regard to 
the 1 Practice of duly acquainting 
his Friends, and having their Unity and Ap- 
probation; and was careful to perform the 
Setvice requited, with as much Expedition as 
poſſible, chooſing rather to ſuffer Hardſhips, 
than to loſe Time, or be burthenſome to 
Friends, even in the latter Part F his Life, 
when he was attended with great bodily Afflictions. 

His Teſtimony. was awakening, ſound and 
edifying, deliver'd in the Demonſtration of 
divine Authority; for he handled not the 
Word 1 endeavoured to pleaſe 
itching Ears; but as he waited to be endued 
with Wiſdom and Power from on high, ſo he 
was enabled to ſpeak home to the Conditions 
of the People; For he abe cut Rhahab, and 
wvounded the Dragon, put a ſharp Sword into bis 

Hand againſt Hypocriſy and Wickedneſs,- and 
againſt ſuch as held the Truth in Unrighteouſneſs 
yet to the Afflicted, and thoſe who were tra- 
velling toward Zion, he had often to adminiſter 
both ſuitable Advice and Confolation. 

He was-zealouſly concerned for good Order 
and the Diſcipline of the Church, and was re- 
markably qualified for the Management of its 
Affairs, being of quick Apprehenfion, an ex- 
tenſive Capacity and deep Judgment; 7 

| cou 
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could expreſs himſelf aptly, copiouſly and 
ſtrongly ; and- as he diligently attended both 
Montbly, Quarterly, Yearly, and General- 
meetings, ſo he was of very peculiar Service in 
them, approving himſelf a wiſe and able Coun- 
ſellor, faithful and juſt to God and Man. 

His Converſation was exemplary ; being 
humble, ſteady and ſincere, doing the Work 
of an Evangeliſt, and making full proof. of his 
Miniſtry, in Patzence, Temperance, Vigilance 
and Fortitude, enduripg Afflictions, and uſing 
even the Neceſlaries of Life with Moderation, 
He was kind and aſſiſting to his Friends, plea- 
ſant and helpful to his Neighbours, ſkilful and 
induſtrious in managing his temporal Affairs 
for the Benefit of his Family, over whom he 
had a true paternal Cate: Being a loving Huſ- 
band, an affectionate Father, as well as a faith- 
ful Friend, and a living Miniſter, and acceptable 
to all ſorts of People. 3A 

He departed this Life at Knareſborough in 
Yorkſhire, the 13th of the eleventh Month 
1744, and was honourably buried in Friends 
Burying-ground in Scotten near the ſaid Town, 
the 15th of the ſame Month, aged 69 Years, 
baviog been a Miniſter near 5o Veats“ '/

bad ſubſiſted between him and our worthy 
Friend John Hayward, during great part of 
their Lives, has engaged the latter to give the 
following Teſtimony to his Memory.

Friend, that in bis publick Miniſtry he was a 


Strengtb and Comfort to my Soul in my eatly Days, 


as well as at many times ſince; and ] doubt nat

in themſelves to give concerning him. And my 
Judgment is, that he was a living Miniſter, 
a Man ſhunning Applauſe, and always endea- 
vonring to keep down Self in all its Appear. 
ances; an inward Seeker after divine Manifeſta- 
tion, a conſtant Reprover of forward Spirits, 
but a true Helper of the Faithful and Sincere, 
however weak or fearful. A Man of a ſtrong 
and clear Judgment, both in ſpiritual and tem- 
poral Affairs, ſteady in his own Conduct, as 
well as in the Diſcipline of the Church; zeal- 
ous in maintaining the Chriſtian Teſtimonies 
profeſt by us, and induſtrious in his outward 
Affairs, when not en gaged i in the Service of the 
Goſpel: And I doubt not in the leaſt, but chat 


bets gone 2 150 Reſt. 
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The peruſal of the preceding Sheets will 
doubtleſs inform the intelligent Reader, what 


manner of Perſon he was, whoſe Memoirs they 
contain, and render any additional Teſtimony 
the leſs needful. His Children nevertheleſs find 
themſelves engaged, in Juſtice to the — 
of ſo worthy a Parent, to mention, 


HAT it is well remembred by ſeversl 
of them, with what Earneſtneſs he en- 
deavoured, in the yearning of Compaſſion, to 
impreſs upon their tender Minds, a, Regard to 
the divine Witneſs in their own Breaſts, often 
gathering them about him, placing ſome upon 
his Knees, the reſt ſanding before him, whilſt 
he miniſter'd Counſel to them, according to 
their Capacities, the Tears deſcending from his 
Eyes: Which Seaſons have often been revived 
in ſome of their Remembrance, on various 
Occaſions to their Profit. 

And as he had no greater Joy than chat his 
Children ſhould walk in the Truth, fo it was his 
Care to be exemplary to them therein, in all 
 Plainneſs, Temperance, and Godlineſs, encoura- 
ging every Appearance of good, diſcouraging 
the contrary, and admonithing and reſtraining, 
as occaſion required; watching over their tender 
Years with true paternal Care and Solicitude 
for their preſent Welfare and future Happineſs, 
to the utmoſt of his Power, 

As he thus diſcharged his Duty towards 
them, ſteadily and faithfully, ſo his Conduct 

. reached 
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do his Precepts and Example, not only in re- 
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reached the Witneſs in their Minds, and con- 
vinced them early, that nothing could- fo ef- 
ſectually endear them to him, nor entitle them 
to bis peculiar Regard, as a frict Conformity 


ſpect to Plainneſs and Sobriety, but alſo in 
coming up in a truly religious Life and Con- 
verſation: And that his impartial Regard to 
Truth in the inward Parts, would lead him 
to treat thoſe who ſuffered "themſelves to be 
miſled by the Deceivableneſs of Unrighteouſ- 
neſs, with Diſregard and juſt Reprocf: So 
that they have bad at times to acknowledge 

with Gratitude to the Moſt High, the Happi- 
neſs of their Lot, inaſmuch as a diligent Appli- 
cation of Heart to ſeek and fear "be Lord, 
whom he ſerved continually, was the ſure 
| pen, to a beloved Father's Affection. 

And tho' his principal Endeavours were, 
that his Offspring might be made Partakers of 
that Blefling which makes truly rich, the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Truth in themſelves, as the moſt 
excellent Inheritance; yet he was not unmind- 
ful of their temporal Good, but provided for 
them liberally, according to his Coe, 
placing them in ſuch Stations in Life, wherein, 
by Induſtry and Care, they might be render'd 
eaſy to themſelves, and uſeful to other s. 

And tho' for a Time he had not the Satis- 
faction to ſee the Travail of his Soul for all his 
Children fully anſwer'd, and no ſmall Affliction 
attended him on that Account, yet he faithfully 


laboured 
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laboured in bowels of Compaſſion; * pa- 
ternal Tenderneſs, for the Help and Recover 
of ſuch of his Family, from whoſe. Condut 
his Anxiety aroſe z endeavouring by the moſk 
pathetick Application to awake, to a Change 
and Reformation of Heart ; ſeeking by In- 
treaties, by Reproof, by Tears, and every 
Method a Heart repleniſh'd with divine and 
fathetly Affection could ſuggeſt, the Recovery 
of ſuch as had ſtray'd from the Father's Fold. 
After a Series of painful Labour, ineffectually 
beſtow'd, he was enabled to caſt his. Care 
upon the Lord, who releas'd his burthen'd Soul 
from the Weight he had long borne ; and we 
doubt not heard and beheld his ſtrong Cries, 
his Tears, and humble Interceſſions, and an- 
{wer'd beyond his Expectation, renewing his 
Viſuation to them afreſh, and by his mighty 
Har.d brought into a State of Acceptance. 
This, they think it their Duty to acknow- 
ledge, in order to ſtir up other Parents to. the 
like Care ſo to live, as to anſwer the Witneſs 
of God in their Children, and having their 
own Minds ſeaſon'd with the Savour of the 
Golpel, they may ſay in Word and Deed, 
follow me as I follow Chriſt : And ſhould: theic 
Offspring turn aſide from the way of Purity, 
theſe Patents will be helped to labour for the 
Recovery of their Children; and if not ſuc- 
celsfully, yet it will be to their own Eaſe, in a 
holy, Coulcicuſne of Djlehargs of Duty. 


In 
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In all the Stations of Life his Teſtimony 
was confirmed and embelliſhed by a Conduct 
becoming a Miniſter of Chriſt, whom he ſerv- 
ed faithfully, and with great diligence, and 
by a daily inward dwelling with the Spring 
of Wifdom and Light, his Mind was often 
open'd, and his Spirit ſuſtained, to ſecret Wor- 
ſhip. When his Hand was upon his Labour, 
his Delight was in the Law of his God, to 
meditate therein Day and Night, and to talk 
of his Statutes, in his Houſe to his Family, 
and. thoſe with whom he convers'd ; and 
many times, by a Tranfition from earthly to 
heavenly things, inſtructed and edify'd the 
Minds of thoſe preſent. 

In his publick Teſtimony awful and weigh- 
ty, being endued with true Wiſdom, ftrong 
and immoveably bent againſt all Unrighteouſ- 

neſs, quick in diſcerning, and powerful in de- 
tecting the Myſteries of Antichriſt, who has 
fought to ſtupify the People with the golden 
Cup, and thereby to ſpread the Power, and 
enlarge the Borders of the Kingdom of Death. 
As a Flame of Fire was he to the Rebel- 
ous and Stubborn ; but refreſhing as the Dew 
on Hermon to the honeſt Traveller, miniſtring 
Counſel and Comfort to the drooping Soul, being. 
not only an Inſtructor, but a Father to many: 
zealous and wiſe, in theSapport of the Diſcipline 
eſtabliſhed amongſt us, impartially and honeſtly. 
executing Judgment and Juſtice; no Family 
| Connections (not even his own) could . 
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him from laying the Line upon Offenders, and 
from a ſteady Endeavour to keep clean the 
Camp of God; in which Labour he was often 
ſucceſsful, being made a Terror to evil. Doers, 
and a Praiſe to them that did well. 
Thus conducted, in every Station of Life, 
he became honourable amongſt Men, and 
greatly eſteemed by thoſe of ſuperior Rank 
who knew him ; being adorned with that Di 
nity which Truth confers on its faithful Fol- 
lowers: One of his Acquaintance, a worthy 
' Magiſtrate, in a Letter to one of his Sons, ſoon 
after his Deceaſe thus ſpeaks of -him; ==" I 
* muſt own my Weakneſs ; I could not refrain 
paying ſome Tears to the Memory. of my 
« departed Friend : At firſt I thought- it a 
© mournful, but after a ſhort Recollection, a 
Nu, Tribute; for though Death be the 
Wages of Sin, yet it opens to the Reward of 
* a well ſpept Life; I therefore ought not to 
© mourn, but to- rejoice, at his receiving his 
© Reward, that inexpreſſible, happy, and eternal 
* Reward prepared for him.” bs S ee, 
To conclude. The mighty God, who viſited 
him in his Youth with the Diſcovery of bis 
' faving Power, who thereby cleanſed him 
from Unrighteouſneſs, and ſanctified him to 
himſelf a choſen Veſſel, ſupported: him in 
all his faithful Labours by Sea and Land, 
covered his Head in all Conflicts, and by 
whom his Bow abode in Strength, became 
his Evening-ſong and Stay in the Decline of 
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Life; that heavenly Goodneſs he had ever 
prized as his chiefeſt Joy, remained as a Seal 
upon his Spirit, that be had pleaſed God, and 
was accepted of him. In this, after having ſerved - 


God in his Generation, he fell afleep, and was, 
we doubt not, gathered to the Aﬀembly of the 
Juſt, to continue that glorious Employ, which 
was his principal Delight on Earth, to worſhip, 
adore and magnify the Lord God and the Lamb 
for ever.
